Dear Harold, 



Sorry that I couldn’t get to replying to your letters 
earlier than this but a lot has happened since I last wrote you* 

I'm etill working out a schedule of radio and TV appearances 
when you appear here from December 14 to 16* 

As it stands no w on the fourteeth of December I’ve sched- 
uled a press conference during the day and the Joe Dolan- show (KNEW) 
from 9 p*ra* to 1 a*m* Incidentally, as far as the press conference - 
mes I would suggest that an early morning press conference be held 
rather than an afternoon one be held* The best time would be about 

10 a*m* on December 14* TV stations have told me that it is better 
for them to have a morning conference than an afternoon one so they 
can process the video tape in time for evening showing on the news* 
This will provide more and better coverage area- wide* Otherwise the 
chances of you being seen on a supper time TV news program is re- 
duced to nil while late TV news programs at 11 p*m* will still be 
able to see you regardless of when a press conference is held* You 
can understand that it would be in your interest to have the con- 
ference at 10 a*m* (or 11 a*m*)* This, of course, would depend on 
how your plane schedule would work out* You’d have to tie it in so 
that you would, arrive here early the 14th* If you came into S*F* 
Airport it would take 45 minutes to get downtown and park so keep 
that in mind* Let me know how this can be arranged* 

On the 15th not yet confirmed but quite probably you 11 
be on the Jim Dunbar (NG-Q-TV) ”A.K# Show” which runs from 5 to 8’ 
a.m. The value of this show is that a lot of early moraine commuters 
whO' dash off to work catch the program as they sip a cup of coffee* 
These are the people who should be reached rather tnan the afternoon 
TV and radio shows which housewives listen to when they re do i n 0 
their ironing or cleaning house* After this you will most likely, be 
at Paul Elder’s book store in S*F* to autograph books* I think this 
should run from about 9s 45 a.*m* to about 10; 30 a*m*, pernaps longer 
by a half hour. But since I five scheduled a radio interview show at 

11 a*m. in Berkeley it may mean I’ll have to move that up uo 11:30 
a*m* The radio interview wi 11 be KPFA-F11 which will be a taped pro- 
gram to be reproduced at a ls.ter date* It should run ±or as long as 
both you and the interviewer can discuss tne various points without
